Gettysburg 
College 
occupies 
the 


center of the stage this week with the 
celebration of the 80th Commencement 
and the message of the occason is that 
one half of the fund has been raised 
to entitle the College to receive the 
donation of $50,000 from the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. The College is re- 
Quired to pay its debt of §30,000 and 
raise by ' July 10, 3913 
$150,000. 


to receive the $5u.OOO donation. The 
college will be $230,000 better off when 
the rconey has been raised, and pre- 
suming that the entire amount win,be 
raised $140,000 is in sight on this 30th 
Commencement anniversary, and S90. 
000 more remains to be raised before 
July loth, 391S. Or if the Rockefeller 
Foundation 
is excluded, Gettysburg 


College is half way on its journey of 
raising 
SlSO.OOO, one half of that 


amount, $30,000 having been promised 
and that much more must be raised j 
within the next year. The first half! 
should be the most difficult. Xow the 
fund has momentum, it inspires en- 
thusiasm to reach the goal and the 
work of personally seeing all friends 
of the College will be facilitated by 
what has been done. 


The work is farther advanced by a 


demonstration ot" what Gettysburg is 
doing. Dr. W. A. Granville in his work 
of raising the endowment fund is able 
to give a satisfactory answer to the 
question he has faced all the time 
namely what is Gettysburg doing for 
the institution. Gettysburg up to the 
present time has contributed over 
$10.000 for this endowment fund of the 
Collece and the town's contribution 
may "go to $12,000 or 515,000. The 
canvass ot Gettysburg has been going 
on during the past two mouths and 


in rewarding the good, the true, the 
loyal, the faithful soul, so also, His 
justice is without flaw and His pun- 
ishment is just as sure to follow faith- 
lessness as His mercy abounds to 
those who love Him and keep His 
commandments.

Warrants on similar charges have 
been issued ior the arrest oi JErvin E. 
Heindel, a former Yorker, and ?ome 
years ago. it is said, a director in tlir- 
Seven Valleys bank, but who is now 
said to be in Philadelphia, and tiie ar- 
rest of Heindel is expected to be made 
at an early date. 


The arrest of Rifl'ert and the charges 


agyiml ileindl bring out a story of 
alleged uunendous swindling in this 
section of Pennsylvania, according to 
those in a position to know, and reveal 
the methods adopted by Riffert's gang 
in obtaining purchasers for their se- 
curities. Heindel was proceeded a- 
gaiust in York, in 1907 and in 1809 on 
civil suits and after hearings made 
settlements. 


The operations which have been re- 


sponsible for their downfall occurred 
in Adams county more than a year 
ago. At that time the pair visited 
here and offered for sale bonds, at- 
tractive in design, issued by the Bank- 
ing Corporation company, of Philadel- 
phia, as liens on an electric railway 
from

Fredericksburg. 


Berks, county. The men represented 
that the road had been built, but it 
has since turned out that it exists 
only on paper. The bonds were in the 
sum of §500 each and as a rule pro- 
missory notes TV ere taken for them, 
and the notes were immediately dis- 
counted.

Many prom 
inent persons were caught, for the 
notes were negotiated and when they 
came due it was up to uj.e maker to 
pay them.

One of the most experienced orchar- 


dists and nurseymen in Pennsylvania 
wrote to Prof. K. A. Surface, of jciar- 
risburg. asking what should be done 
with peach trees of wbicn he sent a 
sample of wood. They were so badly 
frozen that they were brown when 
freshly cut. Thousands of peach grow- 
ers this year need the information 
which was given, and which was givea 
as follows:

Wli'n we heai Abraham Lincoln's 


famous dedicatory speech, we think at 
once of George Washington. "Father 
of his Country." and Thomas Jeffer- 
son, writer of the Df-claration. as those 
"fathers who brought forth upon this 
continent; a new nation, conceived in 
liberty, and dedicated to the proposi- 
tion that all men are created equal." 
Why should they he honored above 
the" others of their time? Are there 
no others who dserve to be called 
"fathers of their country?" In Her- 
many. Moltke. the statesman who laid 
the plans of German unity, receives 
the honor he deserves, and is placed 
above those who simply carried out 
his plans and directions. Why do" we 
not give John Adams honors equal to 
those of Washington? Is he not equal- 
ly deserving of that title "The Father 
of his Country?" He surely "is owed 
a great lespeet and admiration among 
the people, as being a strong, virile 
man. who could be trusted at the cru- 
cial moment in despite of all sorts of 
somewhat ignoble foibles and very in 
excusable blunders." 


John Adams was horn at Baintree. 


Massachusetts. October 39. 1735. His 
father was John Adams, a descendant 
of that Henry Adams, who came over 
from England and settled at Baintree 
under a grant from King Charles I 
to one Thomas Adams. Henry was a 
poor farmer, and endured great hard- 
ships during his life in America. How 
ever John Adams, the father of the 
president, was prosperous, and able to 
give his son a Harvard education. His 
wife. Susanna Boylston. was a de 
scendant of one of the oldest a'ristocra 
tic families of -Massachusetts. The 
president's early life was spent on his 
fathers farm. 


The Puritanical parents desired tha 


John, the oldest sou. should devoti 
himself to the ministry, and with this 
end in view, he prepared for Harvard 
College. He soon tound however, tha 
the Puritan doctrines were too narrov 
and confining for his varied disposi 
tions. and chose, instead of the mini 
try. law. In 1775 he graduated fron 
Harvard and became a school teache 
at Worcester, meanwhile studying fo 
Ms chosen profession. In 1758, h 
came to Boston, was recommended hj 
Gridley. the leading lawyer of th'e co! 
ony. and admitted To the bar.

After the "Boston Massacre,"' which 


Adams considered as being fully as 
important "as any battle of the Revo- 
lution, he and Josiah Quincey were 
retained as counsel for Captain Pres- 
ton and the soldiers. Although public 
feeling among the citizens was strong- 
ly against him. Preston was acquitted. 
Strangely 
enough his acquittal did 


not have the ffect of lessening Adam's 
popularity among the patiiots. hut 
rather won honor for him as a lawyer. 


In 1771 he removed to Baintree. 


During that year he retained his office 
in Boston, and made the trip on horse- 
back every day. although his health 
wax poor. His spirits were exceedingly 
low and he declared his intention of 
Avoiding politics. 
In the autumn of 


1772, however, he again moved to Bos- 
ton, and was soon engaged as deeply 
as ever in the political fray. He was 
elected one of the five representatives 
from Massachusetts to the First Con- 
tinental Congress. In that office he 
was active on many committees, and 
his quick tongue was always ready 
in debate. As a representative he was 
popular, and in 1775 was sent to the 
Second Congress.

with the total length of life, with the j 
slvc, and especially with the position, 
in the life scale. Long lived animals, pj]]s an(j <jie\- jid rsii; t»o mm-h 
large animals and highly developed 
animals usually have a long youth. 
The educated human being requires 
20 years to grow up; the savage about 
16; the higher monkeys—the gorilla 
and the orang—12 to 14 years; the 
baboon, 8 years, and the small mon- 
keys, about half that time. The less 
intelligent cat race has a youth of 
hut 4 or 5 years among the larger 
kinds. The vegetable-eating animals, 
mostly of small intelligence, grow up 
•quicldy, the buffalo and all the big 
antelopes and deer having only about 
2 years of childhood, and the chamois 
somewhat longer, although the giraffe 
has 5 or 6 years. 
The elephant, th8 


largest of land animals and one of the 
•most intelligent, is not grown up until 
20 to 27 years old. All birds have a 
•short youth, looking after themselves 
in 3 weeks to 3 months, hut becoming 
grown up in 1 to 4 years. Many rep- 
tiles—like the tortoise, crocodile, and 
alligator—seem, to'grow all their lives. 
Certain other creatures have a short 
adult period—the mayfly,_for instance, 
spending 2 years on the bottom of a 
pong, and living' but a few-hours aft- 
er emerging fully grown from its skin 
covering. Still more extreme is the 
American cicada, which 
gropes 
17 


years underground* and lives but 2 or 
.3 weeks ai'ter emerging.
